This Paſſage being ſecretly whiſper'd about 
the Town, was receiv'd with the greateſt In- 
dignation and Abhorrence, by all Her Maje- 
ſty's loyal Citizens of Dublin, who have erect- 
ce d a magnificent Statue, to the perpetual Me- 
mory of our Great Defender, and the Reſto- 
rer of our Liberty, Religion and Laws. 
Ina little time this Report came to the Re- 


corder's Ears, the noble Founder, and firſt Con- 
triver of the Nine Mens Feaſt in this City, up- 


on King William's Birtb-day, in order to pre- 
ſerve and continue to Poſterity a grateful Re- 


ſpect to his Memory. The Recorder procures 


Alffidavits to be made before him, by three 
Perſons, who were preſent when the Words 
were ſpoken, and then proceeds to lay the hei- 


nouſneſs of the Crime before the Provoſt, and 
Senior dog Fn the College, who ſoon after 


aſſembled in Conſultation, to determine what

To this purpoſe they ſummon'd Forbes to ap- 
ear before them, and examin d him, bur re- 
ceiv'd ſuch dubious Anſwers from him, as

hen the Provoſt, and Fellows, having en- 
quir'd into their Statutes, and finding there no 


mention made of this unheard of Crime, began 


to conſider how they might reduce it to ſome 


other Head; at length, 2 that the 
greateſt Puniſhment they could inflict upon 


Blaſphemy and Hereſie, was Expulſion; they 


eaſily concluded, that Forbes Offence was the 
ſame in relation to the State, which thoſe were 


to the Church; and uvnanimouſſy raz'd his 
Name out of their Books, and ſuſpended him, 


ab omni gradu tam ſuſcepto quam ſiſcipiando; 
the Form of which Suſpenſion, as I have been 


told, wasdrawn up in Engliſh, by the R.....r, 


and tranſlated into Latin by Dr. Foſter his Bro- 
ther, becauſe the College, ſince its jun- 
dation, had never met with the like Affair, and 
therefore were loth to venture upon new 
Forms, without the Advice and Aſſiſtance of 
ſo able and eminent a Lawyer. * 
This done, they wrote a Letter to the R.;, 
(the Copy of which, you tell me, you have 
ſeen in leveral Hands in London) fign'd by all 


the Senior Fellows, and ſent by one of their ++. 


Members; That they had done all in expei- 
. out of their Society, which their 
Statutes gave them a power to do. | 
You ſay ſome of our Friends in England 
charge the R.... r with Ind iſcretion, for tranſ- 


mitting fo many Copies of this Letter; but 1 


would fain know from thoſe Gentlemen, how 
any Man, leſs vain than the R....r, could re- 
frain publiſhing ro the World, the Honour 


he had receiv'd, from ſo famous an Univerſity ; 


and whether if the ſame Compliment had ever 


been paid to the Rec... of O.. F. . d, by that 


great Body, be alſo would not have boaſted 
to his Familiars, that by his Influence he had 
created ſo good an underſtanding between that 


City and Univerſity. | 


However, this did not yer ſatisſie our vigi- 
lant and active R. . r, who concluding, from 


the Letter he had receiv'd, that the College 
were willing to deliver the Malefactor to the 


Civil Power, preſently iſſu'd out Warrants to 
apprehend him; and apply d to the moſt Re- 
verend the Archbiſnop of the Dioceſe, for his 


Advice and Approbation; who wiſely fore- 


ſeeing, that Forbes might either by flight or 
concealment, avoid the Stroke of. fuſtice, re- 
ſolvd to paſs a publick Cenſure upon him 
ſome other way; and therefore, with the pri- 
vity and conſent of the Right Reverend the 
Lord Biſhop of CI. Ar the Vice-Chancellor, and 


the Approbation of ſome of the moſt eminent 
Divines then in Town, Meaſures were con-

' His G. of O. willingly embark'd in this 
Affair, as well that the Univerſity might
